The situation in copper in which the 
country now finds itself is the natural 
and expected result of two major forces 

the continuing vigorous growth of 
general industry to support a higher 
standard of living, and the immediate 
armament program, W. H. Hoover, pres- 
ident of Anaconda Copper Mining Co., 
declared in his commencement address 
at Montana School of Mines, June 9

We have 
seen that civilian use alone, at the rate 
maintained in 1950, could use approxi- 
mately 1,600,000 tons of copper; that our 
own domestic primary production, plus 
secondary intake, is not likely to exceed 
1,075,000 tons of copper; and that to 
reach the anticipated tonnage available 
for use it will be necessary to import 
close to 450,000 tons 

“There is no simple, or accurate way 
at this stage to calculate the amount of 
copper needed for the armament pro- 
gram, but, having regard jor the defens« 
orders already on hand, and the projec- 
tions of the Nationa] Preduction Au- 
thority of the copper requirements for 
military and military supporting pro- 
grams for the remainder of the year, it

“It is only too evident that drastic 
restrictions in our daily and ordinary 
uses of copper are indicated. Stern ne- 
cessity requires that the civilian demand 
yield to the requirements of armament 
not only here, but in other free countries
